Shaffer Orders All Menbers of 
Amalgamated Asssciation 
To Strike August 10, 


MEN OF MUSCLE. DEFY 
GIANT OF THE TRUSTS 


Strike Call Includes All Union Men 
in the Employ of the United 
States Steel Corporation. 
Shaffer Discusses the 
Order. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 6—The die is 
cast. The battle of the giants is‘on in 
earnest, whether to ignominious defeat 
of one side cr the other, or compromise, 
remains to be seen. Up to this evening 
it has been merely a skirmish, each side 
irying to find the vfilnerable spot in each 
other’s armor. Now it is different, 
brought about by the actual issuances of 
President Shaffer's long-talked-of gener- 
al strike order. This order was pro- 
mulgated this evening to take effect after 
the last turn of the mills on August 10. 
What the result will be no man can 
foretell, but judging by the expressed de- 
termination of both parties to the contro- 
versy, the battle will be waged fast and 
furiously. Much money will be lost, 
thousands upon thousands of men will be 
idle, great suffering is looked for, even 
bloodshed and death are possible and 
feared. 

The strike call includes practically all 
Amalgamated menin the United States Steel 
Corporation's emplcy not now on strike. 
It was issued from the Amalgamated as- 
sociation headquarters and mailed to all 
Amaigamated lodge officials who are ex- 
pected to cail thei: men into the strike. 

The Strike Order. 

The: text of the call follows: 

Brethren: The officials of the 
United Statee Steel trust have re- 
fused to recognize as union men 
those who are now striving for the 
right to organize.

No Notice to Managers. 


President Shaffer e2dded this statement: 

“The call goes to the vice presidents of 
the districts in which there are mills 
ewned and operated bv the National Stee}, 
National Tube and Federal! Steel compa- 
nies. as wel! as to the officials of the 
lodges in the mills. 

“No notice has been or is being sent 
out to the managers of the mills. We 
think ‘their notice has come from the 
other side, and that they have had warn- 
ing of this ever since the inauguration of 
the strike. That ought to be sufficicnt.”’ 


The order given above is expected to 
swell the number of idle men to over 
100,000 men at the end of the week. Presi- 
gent Shaffer was asked if the call was in- 
tended to go to the union men in the 
Commany. He said he 


The Amalgamated associntion has lodges 


‘in the wnper and lower union mills of the 


Carnegie Steel Comnany and a foothold 
in the Homestead, Duquesne and Brad- 
dock mills, the great bulwark of non- 
unionism. In conformity to statements 
that have been mace by President Shaf- 


fer before, these men will be Axpected to 


join the strike as will all Amalgamated 
men and sympathizers in all plants of the 
United States Stee! Corporation. 

It had been the purpose of President 
Shaffer to give che operating cfficials of 
the remaining constituent companies of 
the steel corporation time to anticipate the 
calling out of their men. If it was in- 
tended to zi¥e these managers any formal 
notification, this plan was waived today, 
although they wilt SBtill have till the 
closing of operations on Saturday to pre- 
vent the striking of their men. 

The call to the men of the three com- 
panics in the mills of which the Amalga- 
mated associ¢tion is strongest is expected 
to be generally and promptly responded 
to on Saturday. The move will, it is 
expected, practically suspend the opera- 
tions of the Federal Steel Company and 
cut off half of the production of the Na- 
tional Steel and National Tube Com- 
panies. and throw upward of 40,000 men 
idle. 

In the most extensive plant o? the Na- 
tional Tube Company at McKeesport, the 
organization is naw, and the effect of the 
strike order is uncettain. The works em- 
ploy upward of 8,000 men. 

' The Men Are Ready. 


The attitude of the men of the United 
States Steel Corporation, so far not af- 
fected by the strike, has been carefully 
canvassed since the futile effort to ar- 
rive at terms of peace in New York last 
Saturday. Most of the nine vice presi- 
dents of the different districts have been 
among their men and their reports have 
reached headquarters. In a general way 
the tone of these reports indicate that 
the men will surport the stand of the of- 
cials.

BOLD KIDNAPERS, 
SEIZE STRIKERS 


Twelve More Labor Leaders 
Spirited Away at Tampa 


HELD PRISONERS ON SulF 


Vessel Sails Away and Final Dispo- 
sition of Strikers Is a Mystery. 
Stern Proclamation Is Is- 
sued by the Business 
Men. 


Tampa, Fla., August 6.—The strike sit- 
vation tonight is one of ,awe and bewil- 
derment on the -part of the citizens. No 
word has been received from or about 
the Resistencia leaders who were de- 
ported last night, and the vigilantes are 
sworn to secrecy, further than that they 
admit the men will never’ return to 
Tampa. The exact number of the men 
deported is not yet known, further than 
that every prominent leader of the union 
is missing. It is said that other less 
prominent leaders are marked and that 
their deportation may take place at any 
mopmient. 

The kidnaping last night had been well 
planned for days. A great open air meet- 
ing had been arranged, to which all the 
Resistencia leaders had been invited, 
the purpose being to catch them all in a 
bunch. They were all present. Music 
had been provided and the streets were 
lined with thousands of people. Shortly 
before the posse of citizens reached the 
place the news reached the strike lead- 
ers and they quickly dispersed. 

Snatched from Crowds. 
Bm crowd was not daunted and com- 
eda man-to-man search through the 
pr aia Matched thé teh from the 
crowds, 
that had been provided, between heavily 
armed guards, and driven away, 

The captured leaders were at once 
driven to the county jail, where they re- 
mained on the outisde under guard for a 
few minutes. Then they disappeared 
from there and have not been seen or 
heard of since. Various rumors as to 
their disposition have been circulated in 
the city today, it being most generally re- 
ported that they were taken into the gulf 
in an unknown vessel. All of the de- 
ported strike leaders were Spaniards and 
Cubans. The*boldness of the whole af- 
fair and the accomplishment of the de- 
portation without bloodshed is one of the 
remarkable features. 

An address will be issued at once, proba- 
bly tomorrow morning, by the citizens, 
telling the strikers to immediately re- 
sume worx or that deportations will not 
be confined to the leaders. The soup 
houses are to be closed by force at once 
and the food shut orf from the strikers, 
forcing them to either leave the city, re- 
sume work or starve. 

Twelve More Kidnaped. 

It develops tonight that twelve more 
strikers, wno were among the subleaders, 
have been deported this afternoon and 
tonight. Some of the strikers have heid 
a number of meetings during the day se- 
cretly and have conferred with a num- 
ber of lawyers with a view of taking 
some action. No one wouid take the 
cause, all being engaged in the interest of 
the international union. Tney have alsv 
appointed new committees 10 carry on 


' tneir work and in case of each commit- 


tee five difierent ones were created, so 
that when one is taken away another 
will take his place. 

A prociamation was issued here this af- 
ternvon signed “‘The People of Tampa,’’ 
which says in part: 

“yo the Anaicoists and Professional 
Labor agitators—We say that your days 
in ‘Lampa are at an end. We cannot and 
wilh no. permit you to destroy tnis pros- 
perous city. il you have regard tor your 
Sdiely, you wiil snake 118 Gust Irom your 
leer. ilk CUNVLIUSION, We NnOolly the manu- 
facturers tnat Lhis movement oI Citizens 
IS MOU ln tnNelr interest, Dut In tne invrer- 
est Oo. tne entire colInmunilty.”’

Presiaent Shaffer said tonight: 

“We want no one tv come out with us 
unWillingiy. aL Our peopie are not in fuil 
Sympatny With our ugne we wouiu ratner 
tuey would remuin at work. uhey wiul 
nut be asked tu uecide hastiiy. ‘iney wiil 
Nave unlit Saturgay nigne o1 this week to 
think it over. When tney finaly do de- 
ciwue they will come out prepareu for the 
battle. shere wiil be no falivering, no in- 
uecisionh, no ignorance in action, but a 
unity ol purpuse and a determination to 
stand tor tneir rights."’ 

After issuing tue official call for next 
Saturday night, President Shatfer said: 

‘At noon toaay i calied out all the men 
employed in the New Castle mills of the 
National Stee] Company. They will stop 
work at 12 o'clock ionight. My purpose 
in doing this was that i learned that the 
trust has been piling up union-muaae bars 
in the housings of the dismantied Jen- 
nings sheet mills for the purpose of sup- 
plying the trade to tne non-union mills 
when the plants were shut down. It was 
a clever trick, but it did not work. The 
trust will need what bars they have 
stored now bad enough before they are 
through this strike. a.er sending this 
telegram to New Castle I received a re- 
ply which read as follows: 

‘* ‘Mill Will close; men are all firm.’ 

‘‘This will bring about 1,500 men out in 
that plant. You see, we have to be on 
the watch for just such moves by the 
trust as this was. we know what is go- 
ing on just as well as they do and are 
fully prepared to meet every move they 
make. 

What the Strike Means. 

The New Castle plant of the National 
Steel Company, which is the first to be 
affected by t e pineal order, is the 
Shenandoah Vail plant. It includes 
bar mills and iernaend and also the Rose- 
na blast furnaces in the same borough. 

As President Shaffer left his office to- 
night he walked down stairs to the street 
accompanied by Secretary John Williams 
and Manager Ben I. Davis, of The Amal-

Platform Adopted by State Con. 
vention Deals Mainly with 
Democratic Leader 


DANGER OF WEGRO RULE 
EMPHATICALLY DENIED 


Republicans Claim That Slogan of 
Democrats Will Scare No Man. 
Predict Era of Misrule with 
Gorman Again in 
Power. 


Baltimore, August 6.—The ¥epublican 
state committee held here today placed 
in nomination the following ticket: 

For State Comptroller—Hermann 
S. Platt, of Baltimore. 

For Clerk of the Court of Appeals 
Thomas Parran, of Calvert county. 


Both nominations wera_made by accla- 
mation, no other names coming before 
the convention. Interest, therefore, cen- 
tered mainly in the platform and the 
speeches, all of which teemed with denun- 
clation of democracy in general and for- 
mer United States Senator Gorman in 
particular. ‘‘The white supremacy” issue 


raised by the democrats in the platform 
adopted by them at last week’s conven- 
tion was ignored in that upon which the 
republican candidates will stand, but It 
came in for its share of unfavorable men- 
tion in. the speeches. Philip Lee Golds- 
borough, chairman of the republican cen- 
tral committee, indicated clearly the 
course to be pursued by his party in the 
coming fight with regard to this issue in 
his opening address to the convention, 
No Fear of Negro Rule. 

“To the cry that this is a white man’s 
State,’’ satd he, ‘‘we say that the negro 
bogey will scare no man. It is disgust- 

but humorous; it is a sham and a 
fraud; it is without force. The sugges- 
tion. that more than 80 per cent of the 

white.population-of the state is in fecp~ 
ardy from any standpoint from the iess 
than 20 per cent of negro population is an 
insult to a brave and intelligent people, 
who are justly proud of the glory of 
their state that as a colony was the first 
to ordain liberty of conscience and free- 
dom of religion; it remained for the pres- 
boss-governed democratic machine, in 
order to hide its own hideousness, to con- 
jure such a spectacle. There has never 
been a time when there has not been a 
white man's government in Maryland, 
and as the percentage of colored people 
has steadily decreased in the state each 
decade since 1810, when it was 38.22 per 
cent, to the present time, when it is but 
19.78 per cent, the puerility and absurdity 
of the cry ing aloud a white man’s gov- 
ernment is apparent.’’ 


Roast for 


The platform upholds the 
tion of President McKinley 
thus to Mr. Gorman: 

“We appeal to all good citizens to unite 
in defeating the selfish political bosses 
in their conspiracy, begun with the extra 
session, to perpetuate themselves and 
their methods by one-sided elections and 
to thwart the first purpose of that con- 
spiracy by defeating the election to the 
Unit States senate. of the democratic 
leader who dictated the disfranchisement 
election law to a servile assembly. Their 
victory would again fasten upon our state 
the reign of corruption and violence over- 
thrown in 18%, and enable them to in- 
trench themselves for a generation behind 
a far worse disfranchisement election law 
than the un-American law we are pledged 
to repeal.

Treasurer Under Buchanan and Sol- 
dier of the Confederacy. 
Chicago, August 6.—Judge William Ce- 
cil Price, Urited States treasurer un- 
der President Buchanan, died here to- 
day at the home of his son in law, Wil- 

liam 8S. Newberry, aged 8 years. 

Judge Price settled in Springfield, Mo., 
in the early- thirties. He became promi- 
nent in the ranks of the democratic par- 
ty and when Buchanan was elected he 
was chosen United States treasurer. 
When Buchanan ordered Major Anderson 
to reinforce Fort Sumter Judge Price 
resigned his office in anger. 

He was with General Price at the bat- 
tle of Pea Ridge, and was captured by 
the federal forces and confined in the 
prison at Alton, Ill., until September, 
1862, when he was exchanged. 

Judge Price has teen in ill health for 
some time owing to his advanced age, and 
the end was not unexpected.

order, communicated With Admiral How- 
ison, at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., and 
ascertained from hing that he had given 
utterance to no exp ion of opinion re- 
garding the merits of the Sampson-Schley 
controversy.

Rear Admiral Howison is one of the 
youngest retired officers of his grade, 
having been retired October 10, 1899, when 
he reached the age of 62. During the 
early part of the civil war he served prin- 
cipally in. blockade duty, but later par- 
ticipated in the battle of Mobile bay as 
commander of the U. S. 8S. Bienville. It 
is rather an interesting coincidence that 
he was in command of the cruiser, Van- 
dalia at Samoa, which later went down 
in the hurricane in Apia harbor while 


flying the flag of Rear Admiral Kimberly, 


who had succeeded him as senior officer 
on the station, and whom he now suc- 
ceeds in this court. He was in command 
of the Boston yard during the Spanish 
war, and later was commander of the 
south Atlantic station. He made the fa- 
mous long distance cruise around Africa 
in the Chicago as the last act of his ac- 
tive career, arriving in New York the 
day before Admiral Dewey arrived in the 
Olympia. It will be remembered that 
although he outranked Admiral Sampson. 
who was in command of the receiving 
fleet at that time, he refrained from as- 
suming command, but courteously al- 
lowed Admiral Sampson to do the honors 
upon that celebrated occasion. 
List of Witnesses Prepared. 


A preliminary list of the witnesses who 
will be called to appear before the court 
has been prepared at the navy depart- 
ment. Some of these officers are on for- 
¢ign stations and will be obliged to leave 
for home almost immediately in order to 
arrive in time. 

Admiral Schley has also submitted a list 
of witnesses, some of whom are on for- 
eign stations, and these also will be or- 
dered home. 

Among the witnesses desired by Admi- 
ral Schley is Lieutenant Benjamin Welles, 
who was aboard the Brooklyn as Com- 
modore Schley’s flag lieutenant through- 
out the Spanish war. There are no Span- 
ish officers on Admiral Schley's list. 

Commander William Swift, command- 
ing the gunboat Yorktown, has been or- 
dered to relieve Commander Seaton 
Schroeder as naval governor of the 
island of Guam. The assignment of 
Commander Swift is temporary, pending 
the selection of a perma:-ent governor. 
Commander Schroeder will return to tes- 
tify before the Schley court of inquiry. 

Admiral Evans and Chandler. 

Washington, August 6.—Admiral Robley 
D. Evans was at the navy department for 
a short time today in consultation with 
Assistant Secretary Hackett. Both stated 
that the conference did not relate to the 
issue which ex-Senator Chandler has 
raised regarding Admiral Evans’ eriticism 
of him (Chandler) in his book, “A Sail- 
or’s Log.” Admiral Evans, who goes to 
Fort Monroe tomorrow for a few days, 
said he simply called to pay his respects.

COTTON OIL STOCK IS POOLED. 


It Will Be Held by First National of 
New York. 

New York, August 6.—The directors of 
the American Cotton Oil Company were 
in session here today. A summary of a 
circular issued by the stockholders’ com- 
mittee providing for an agreement for 
pooling of both common and preferred 
stock was made public. The stock is to 
be deposited with the First national bank 
in order to have it held as q unit in any 
deals which may be made looking to the 
acquirement or the leasing of property 
of other corporations or the consolidatjon, 
saje, lease or other disposition of the 
property of the company. 

The deposited stock "nay be sold 
bulk for not less than 105 for the pre- 
ferred ang ®@ for the common. This may 
be done on the vote of 70 per cent of 
those depositing stock. Certificates of 
depdésit, negotiable, are to be issued and 
dividends paid on these. The argument 
is to last for three years or until ter- 
minated by a vote of 8 per cent of those 
depositing stock.

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Selby Smelter Work in Cali- 
fornia Robbed of Bullion 
Valued at $280,000, 


NOISE HEARD IN VAULT 
ATTRIBUTED 10 SPOOKS 


While Smelter Guards Superstitious- 
ly Shivered, Robbers Cleaned 
Out Vault—Tunnel Made 
To Get to Treasure. 

No Clew Found. 


San Francisco, August 6.—The Selby 
Smelting and Lead Company has been 
robbed of $280,000 worth of gold bu Mion. 

The theft occurred some time last night, 
and was not discovered until this morn- 
ing. The thieves tunneled from outside 
the building under the vault at the Selby 
works, which are located on the bay 
shore about thirty miles from San Fran- 
cisco. They got away with neary twelve 
hundred pounds of fine gold, worth $20 
an ounce, without leaving a trace of their 
identity. 

The robery is the most successful and 
remarkable ¢ver ecccmplished, and was 
evidently the work of skilled mechanics. 

It is supposed that wher the robbers 
secured their loot they loaded it into a 
boat that was waiting and disappeared 
in th? fog that had come over San Fran- 
cisco bay. In their haste to get away 
they left two gold bars worth nearly $50,- 
000 lying on the bank at the water's edge. 


Robbers Left No Traces. 


The police at all the bay cities were im- 
mediately notified of the crime. but all 
they could discover was a few of the 
tools that the robbers had used. The 
Selby Smelting and Lead Company is 
the largest concern of its kind on the 
Pacific coast. Ores are sent from all over 
the western country to be smeltered and 
refined, and the gold is then turned over 
to the mint. A steamer mmkes special 
trips between the smelter and San Fran- 
cisco, carrying ores and bringing back 
refined gold. This morning when the 
workers entered the vault to prepare the 
gold fcr ‘oading on a steamer to go to 
San Francisco, the robbery was discov- 
ere. The thieves had taken the pre- 
caution of fastening the door of the vault 
from the inside so that it would be diffi- 
cult to open from the outside in case the y 
were interrupted in their work. 

Probably 
tending over sevetfal weeks was. 
fore the robbery could be acesmpiinhet: 
Close to the wall of the building tn whitch 
the vault is :ocated a shaft was sunk be- 
low the foundation. Then a tunnel was 
run to the vault and holes were bored 
in the iron floor until an aperture suffi- 
ciently large to admit a man was made. 
It was then easy work to pass down the 
treasure into the tunnel and load it into 
a boat. The robbers even took the pre- 
caution to sprinkle red pepper in the tun- 
nel in order to make things as uncom- 
fortable as possible for any one who 
might attempt to pursue them. 


Description of the Loot. 
There were four gold bricks in the vault 
which the robbers looted. Each was 


10 inches long, 5 inches wide and 4 inches 
in height. They were all stamped with

“It is the boldest robbery in the history 
of the state.” said Chief of Detectives 
Seymour, this afternoon, ‘‘and from all 
the information that we can obtain at 
this time there is absolutely no clew to 
the robbers. Te legrams Pave been sent 
to every sheriff in the central part of the 
state ordering him to search for the miss- 
ing gold, to overhaul every boat and 
steamer within his jurisdicticn, to search 
every railroad train 2nd stage coach pass- 
ing through his county and to examine 
every one taking passage at the different 
railroad stations thror ghonut the state. 

“We can do no more than this, and I 
think with the precautions we have taken 
no stranger can leave the state poe 
spected. Surely, if any attempt is made 
to ship the bullion by any of the ordinary 
modes of conveyance ¥ will discover it. 
On the whole. I believé' the chances afte 
good for capturing the robbers.” 

How the Haul Was Made. 

An official cf the Selby smelting works 
made the following statement regarding 
the robbery: 

“The robbers must have succeeded in 
entering the vault some time between 
midnight and 5 o'clock this morning.

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YOUNG MITCHELL 
SINKS TO DEATH 
IN WATERY GRAVE 


‘Lawrence, Son of |, §, Mitchell, 


Carried Down by Current 
While Gathing 


GLUOM CAST OVER HOUSE 


PARTY NEAR SAVANNAH 


Body Was Found After a Long 
Search, and Was Taken Irto 
Savannah—Was Well Knowa 

and Business 


in Social 
Circles Here. 


Lawrence G. Mitchell, son of Hon. I. § 
Mitchell, a former alderman of Atlanta, 
and one of the most prominent young men 
of the city, was drowned at Beaulieu, 
near Savannah, yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Mitchell was in Savannah attending 
a house party at the home of A. A. De- 
Loach. Yesterday afternoon he went out 
bathing with a party and ventured too 
far from land, when he was caught in 
a strong current and went under before 
could reach him. 

E. E. Thornton, of Atlanta, who was 
on the beach at the time, made herote 
and desperate efforts to save him, but 
Mitchell disappeared before Thornton 
could reach him. 

Intelligence of young Mitchell's tragic 
death was brought to Atlanta through tel- 
egrams to the family and quickly spread 
over the city as Mr. Mitchell was wide'y 
known and popular. The death of Mr. 
Mitchell naturally cast a damper over tha 
house party of which he was a member 
vesterday morning. 

The body was found last night at 8 
o'clock. It is now being embalmed and, 
will reach Atlanta Thursday morning at 
7:30 o'clock. 

T. S. Mitchell, Jr., brother of the de- 
ceased, left for Savannah last night. 
Frank and Whorton Mitchell, his other 
brothers, are now te Tate, but have heen 
notified by wire of the death of their 
brother. The body will be brought to 
Atlanta for burial. 

Was Well-Known Atlantan. 

Few young men in Atlanta were hetter 
or more favorably known than Lawrence 
Mitchell. He was one of four sons of T. 8S. 
Mitchetl. a pioneer citizen. a man closelv 
identified with the best Interests of the 
citv for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Lawrence Mitchell was 2 years of age. 
He was reared in Atlanta and received 
his education In the public schools of the 
city. After leaving the Boys’ High school 
ten vears ago he entered his father’s bus- 
iness house. He was a staunch voung 
democrat and took an interest In national 
and local politics. For a long time he 
was one of the most préminent and ac- 
tive members of the Young Men's Demo- 
cratic League of this citv. at one time 
serving that body as secretary. 

During the last mayoralty race he man- 
aged, in a targe measure, his father’s 
campaign. The elder Mitchell had already 
served his section of the city in counefl., 
and was a candidate for mayor. Mra. 
Mitchell. the voung man’s mother, hae al- 
wavs been nrominently identified with lo- 
cal institutions of charitv. 

At the time of his death young Mitchell 
was secretary and treasurer of the Colo- 
nial Club. On Monday evening he accom. 
panied quite a nartv to Savannah as the 
guest of A. A. DeLoach at a house party 
given at Mr. DeLoach’s summer home. 

The news of Mr. Mitchell's drowntnge 
came in the shane of a telereram from 
Mr. DeLwoach addressed to T. S. Mitchel). 
Tr... the youne man’s brother. The only 
detai] given was the fact that Tawrence 
Mitchell had been drowned during the af- 
ternoon 

The Story from Savannah. 

The storv of the traric death of Mr, 
MitchelLis told bv The Constitution’s Sa- 
vannah corresnondent as follows: 

“Lawrence G. Mitchell. son of ex-Alder- 
man TI. S. Mitchell. of Atlanta. was 
drowned while in bathing at Beaulieu this 
afternoon. 

“Mr. Mitchell only reached Savannah 
todav, having come down to fotn a honvee 
party given by A. A. DeLoach at hie 
summer home at Reaulieu. He went tn 
bathing with T. W. Baxter. of Atlanta. 
and two ladies. The tide was at about 
half ebb. Mr. Mitchell waded and swam 
out about one hundred feet from the 
shore, where he got Into a strone curren? 
which proved ton much for him. He erte4 
out for help and FE. E. Thornton. of At- 
lanta. who was on the beach looking >+¢ 
the bathine party. jumped tn with his 
clothes and swam toward him. Before 
he could reach Mr. Mitchell the vounge 
man had disanneared. 

“Tt seems that the other members of 
the hathing partv were unable to render. 
anv assistance. Mr. Mitchel! having ven- 
tured in farther than any of the rest. 

“The $$unfortunate drowning of Mr. 
Mitchel throws a sadness upon a taree 
house partv which had inst begun to aa- 
semble at the cottage of Mr. DeToach. As 
eoon as thev learned of Mr. Mitchell's 
drowning. Mr. DeLoach and D. RB. Leater. 
of Savannah. went out and dived for the 
body. but without success.”’ 

The body of voung Mitchell was found 
at & o'clock. It was brought to the citv 
and placed in charge of an undertaker.

TEXAS MAY LOSE BIG MONEY. 


First National Bank at Austin 
Closed by Comptroller. 

Austin, Tex.. August 6.—(Special.)—The 
closing of the First national bank of this 
city by order of the federal comptroller 
bids fair to develop a sensation, inasmuch 
as the Texas legislature, which convened 
at noon today, proposes to investigate, 
some $90,000 worth of the state's money 
being reported on deposit in said bank. 

The state has bank depositories, all 
the money being kept in the vaults of the 
state treasury of late years. However, it 
has been the custom to collect all ac- 
counts due the state through the various 
banks in this and other cities in the state, 
and it is now explained that the presence 
of this large amount of money in the 
vaults of the First national bank of this 
city was due to the fact that it was the 
principal collecting bank for the treasury, 
and this accumulation was in line of col- 
lections that had been allowed to remain 
in the vaults of the bank through care- 
lessness more than anything else. Be 
that as it may. the governor touched on 
the matter in his message to the legisla- 
ture to the effect that the state was a 
large loser by the closing of the bank, 
and while in no position to state what the 
loss would be, owing to the inability to 
secure a statement from the bank receiv- 
er, the governor laid the matter before 
the legislature for its consideration. As 
a result* thereof a resolution will be in- 
troduced tomorrow morning providing for 
a committee of five with full powers and 
all court jurisdiction to thoroughly in- 
vestigate the matter. There is some talk 
that the investigation may bring about 
embarrassing results, The state treasurer 
ig under bond for $75,000. The sureties 
therein are responsible for that amount 
only, which does not in any Way cover 
the large loss the state will incur if the 
bank is unable to straighten out its dif- 
ficulties. ;

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AKING IT EASY 
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Quorum Is Rather Hard To Get 
in Montgomery Now. 


ROLL CALLS ARE FREQUENT 


Article on Judiciary Is Completed 
and Ordered Engrossed After 
One of the Most Spirited 
Debates of the Consti- 
tutional Convention. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 6.—(Special.) 
It is becoming a serious matter in the 
constitutional convention to maintain a~ 
quroum. Two roll calls and considerable 
delay were necessary this morning to se- 
cure the presence of the required seventy- 
eight members. 

The article on judiciary was finally 
completed at the afternoon session and 
ordered engrossed, but not before the 
greatest surprise of the session had been 
sprung on the people. The only change 
made in the matter of the circuit so- 
licitors by the committee had been to 
shorten their terms from six to four 
years. A fight was at once opened to 
have the solicitors elected by the people 
instead of by the legislature. This amend- 
ment was speedily supplanted by one to 
abolish circuit solicitors and supply their 
places with a solicitor for each county 
to be elected by the people, to hold four 
years and to be put on a salary varying 
with the criminal business of the respec- 
‘tive counties. There are a good many 
candidates for circuit solicitor in the 
convention and the fight was warm. Six- 
ty-six solicitors for as many counties was 
a@ more alluring prospect for candidates 
; than thirteen for as many circuits, and 
the county project won by a majority of 
over 2 to 1. 

Then the convention took a shot at 
justices of the peace, which official posi- 
tion a good many members of the con- 
vention wished to abolish entirely. 

The committee had gone no further 

‘than to provide that the legislature may 
abolish them in circuits of 2,500 ponula- 
tion and over and supplant them with in- 
ferior courts, over which only lawyers 
learned in the law could preside. This 
Was amended by reducing the size of the 
town to 1,500 and the section passed with 
the county justice untouched. The legis- 
lature was given power to abolish all 
courts except the supreme and probate 
courts, whose jurisdiction may be trans- 
ferred to another court. A strong effort 
was made to establish a system of court 
stenographers, but this went over to the 
legislature. The same fate met an effort 
to fix the pay of supreme court judges 
at $5,000 and of circuit judges and chan- 
cellors at $3,000. 
, The convention then took up the ordi- 
‘mance to reduce the fertilizer tax from 50 
.to 10 cents a ton and spent the rest of 
the day on it. The same question was up 
before as an amendment to the legislative 
article and was defeated. The fate of 
‘the nine agricultural district schools is 
involved in it, and the question drew 
the biggest lobby of the session here to 
save them. Now, however, the lobby is 
vacant and the convention is without 
outside pressure. The fight against re- 
iduction is being made on the ground 
that it is a matter for the legislature and 
at adjournment it seemed that that view 
would prevail. The fear as to the influ- 
ence ‘the nine communities might exert 
against ratification has inclined the lead- 
ers to let the tax rest.

Third Trial Results in a Conviction 
by a Jury. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 6.—(Special.) 
The conviction itn the city court today-of 
Sanford Jacobi for assaulting Miss Mabel 
Parker came as a great surprise. It was 
his third triaf and the young woman's 
presence as a witness could not be se- 
cured. Jacobi went to trial by agreement 
as to her testimony, and both he and his 
attorneys were perfectly confident of ac- 
quittal. The punfshment is from two to 
twenty years in the penitentlary. Jacobi 
will appeal the case. The first news of 
the crime formed a mob and Jacobi fled. 
He was brought back on requisition from 
New Orleans and every precaution was 
taken to avoid a lynching. Since the first 
trial he has come and gone unnoticed and 
the community generally expected an ac- 
quittal. 


New Freight Rate Is Ordered. 


Jackson, Miss., August 6.—The state 
railroad commission ordered new freight 
rates on the Yazoo Valley and Mobile 
and Ohio railroad amounting to 25 per 
cent reduction. This matter has been 
hanging fire several months and action 
today is a compromise. The new rates 
will go into effect as soon as it is possible 
to get them out.

Ways evil and indecent influence, ordi- 
Mary respect for the proprieties would 
probably have prevented the four of you 
who are my declared competitors for the 
seat I now have the honor to occupy from 
attempting to use the power intrusted to 
you by your party to remove a rival from 


your path. 
“IT shall ask the neople to decide be- 
to help cot- 


ton factories, open highways of commerce 
and to so command the democratic party 
as to command for it the confidence and 
respect of the business and laboring ele- 
ments north and south and that of the 
man whose conduct and record has been 
to sink the party into disrepute and im- 
potence. I shall ask them to say whether 
they prefer the senator who has tried 
to retain for South Carolina the honor

PREACHER USES HIS PISTOL 


AND WOUNDS TWO MORE 


Pastor Maxwell Finds Opposition to 
His Occuparicy of a Pulpit and 
Is Now in Jail. 


Kufaula, Ala. Avgust 6.—(Special.)— 
Rev. M. C. Maxwell, pastor of the col- 
ored Baptist church at Clayton, shot and 
instantly killed John Hendrick and 
wounded Rev. Joo Walton and Dave 
Clark during a conference whfch was 
being held in the church. The shooting 
grew out of dissatisfaction expressed in 
retaining Maxwell as pastor for another 
year. Hendrick, Walton and Cox were 
influential members of the church and 
were opposed to retaining Maxwell. Just 
what brought abcut the shooting is not 
definitely known, but it is said that no 
trouble was antipated by those prig- 
ent, none of those opposing Maxwell be- 
ing armed or in position to offer any re- 
sistance. The members, wild with excite- 
ment and fright, scattered in all direc- 
tions. and Maxwell escaped in the dark, 
but was captured 5 miles out of town 
and is now in jail. One of the wounded 
men was shot in the back and may die. 
The other was hit in the arm and was 
not seriously hurt, 


HEAVY RAIN AT NEW DECATUR 


Alabama Farmers Are Now Some- 
what Excouraged. 


New Decatur, Ala., August 6.—(Special.) 
The only rain for many weeks and tne 
heaviest rain of the summer fell last 
night, and as a reswit farmers through- 
out Morgan county are rejoicing today. 
The early corn crop was already bevond 
redemption and in many parts of the 
county is almost a total failure. The late 
cern and the cotton were suffering badly 
for rain and had the drought continued 
for a few more days the late corn would 
have been entirely ruined and the cot- 
ton greatly injured. Farmers say that 
the rain last night will save both cotton 
and late corn, and that a heavy yield of 
both mav now be expected. 

Potatoes and garden truck of all kinds 
is exceedingly scarce and very high here 
cn acecunt of the drought. 

It continues to rain today,-and the in- 
ications are that several days’ rain may 
be the result.

BIRMINGHAM HARD AT WORE 


Local Members Have Arranged an 
Entertaining Card for the 
Visitors. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 6.—(Spectal.) 
Preparations are being completed for 
the International Typographical Union's 
annual convention; which meets in this 
city Monday next. The committee 
on laws of the union will gather 
Thursday of this week. President James 
M. Lynch, of Syracuse, N. Y., and Sec- 
retary-Treasurer J. W. Bramwood, of In- 
dianapolis, will arrive Wednesday 
with their entire clerical force and will 
ope1a heedquarteis in the Morris hotel, 
where a suite of four rooms, 
The local wunion-.will have  head- 
quarters at the Morris Totel. At 
the meeting of the local union yester- 
day final arrangements for the reception 
of the delegates were made. The con- 
vention will bring together about five 
hundred representatives from all 
sections of the United States, Cana- 
da, Hawaii and Porto Rico. In addition 
the convention will attract fully five hun- 
dred more visitors who will directly or 
indirectly be insterested in the proceed- 
ings. The sessions will be held 
in the Elks hall, which will be 
fitted up with desks and chairs. A pleas- 
ant programme of entertainment has been 
prepared for the visiting printers. and 
funds are now being raised to 
carry it out. It will include an ex- 
cursion around the mineral district on a 
special train for the purpose of according 
the visitors opportunity of seeing what 
Birmingham has in the way of mineral 
resources and how these are being devel- 
oped. A banquet will be given one 
night during the convention, which 
will be in session a week. It will 
have a vast amount of business to trans- 
ect. <A strong delegation will come from 
Cincinnati for the purpose of capturing 
the next naticnal eccnvention. It is gen- 
eraily admitted that Cincinnati will win, 
chiefly because it was in that 
city forty-nine years ago that 
the union was (first formed. This 
event will be celebrated next year 
as a golden anniversary, and it is gen- 
erally admiited that the celebration 
should occur in the city where the union 
was founded. St. Louis will also send a 
delegation to ley plans for capturing 
the convention of 1913 and make it one 
of the attractions during the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition.

PEDDLER’S PACK IS FOUND. 


Alabama Sheriff Is Working on an 
Unknown Crime. 

Birmingham, Ala., August 6.—(Special.) 
The sheriff's office is undertaking to solve 
the mystery surrounding the findine of a 
large bundle of goods, apparently a ped 
dler’s pack, in the weeds in the corner of 
a field near Williamson station, on the 
Bessemer dummy line. The pack con- 
tained a lot of clothing, shoes, neckwear, 
etc. It had evidently been in the place 
where found for a number of months, as 
it was weather beaten and rats had cut 
into it. Sheriff Burgin has so far failed 
to find an owner for the pack. He is of 
the opinion that some peddler met with 
foul play and that his pack was hid in the 
weeds. However, there is no report of 
any mysterious murder or disappearance 
in the neighborhood where the goods were 
found, but some think that the peddler 
might have been murdered at some other 
point and his slayer might have taken the 
goods and fearing detection concealed the 
pack in the weeds after removing the 
small valuables.

HER FEATURES ARE SERENE 


No Trace on Them of the Pain Which 
Made Her Life One Long Tor- 
ture — McKinley Sends 
Condolences to the 
Kaiser. 


Cronberg, August 6.—The body of the 
dowager empress still lies in the bed 
chamber overlooking the valley of the 
Main. She died in a soft sleep, painlessly, 
end her features bear the most serene 
and peaceful expression. 

The remains of the dowager empress 
have been embalmed by Professur Ren- 
vers and lie embedded in a mass of tube 
and La France roses, 

In accordance with the expressed 
wishes of the deceased the funeral serv- 
ices will be as simple as possible under 
the circumstances. The body will remain 
on the bed where she died until ready 
for the coffin. The roses in which it is 
almost buried are from her private gar- 
den, many of the blooms being from 
the bushes cultivated with her own 
hands. No one will be allowed to view it 
except the members of the immediate 
family and household. 

Emperor William had a long interview 
with Count von Buelow today. He drove 
from Homburg to Friedricshof, and soon 
after his arrival there the following of- 
ficial announcement was made regarding 
the funeral arrangements: 

“On Thursday the royal family will at- 
tend the funeral service in the castle, at 
which the bishop of Ripon, who was sum. 
moned by the empress, will officiate. Oniy 
the immediate family will be present. Sat- 
urday evening the coffin will be escorted 
frcm Friedricshoff to the Protestant 
church in Cronberg by a torchlight pro- 
cession, followed by the i:oyal family on 
foot. 

“Sunday afternoon a funeral’ service 
will be held in the presence of the family 
cf the empress, her household and a few 
of her friends and other privileged per- 
sons.,’’ 

The royal family will go to Potsdam 
Sunday evening and the body will be 
laken there Monday evening. The fu- 
neral service in the mausoleum at Fried- 
enskirche, Potsdam, will be held Tues- 
day. Emperor William has received a 
rrivate telegram of sympathy from the 
pope. 

McKinley to the Emperor. 

Washington, August 6.—President Me- 
Kinley has sent the following message to 
Emperor William of Germany on tue 
death of his mother, the Dowager Em- 
press Frederick: 

‘State Department, Washington, Au- 
gust 6.—His Imperial and Royal Majesty, 
Wilhelm II, German Emperor, Berlin: I 
learn with deep sorrow of the death of 
your majesty’s beloved mother, the Dow. 
ager Empress and Queen Frelerick. Her 
noble qualities have endeared her mem-

MILLIONS FOR SOUTH AFRICA. 


British Government To Aid Trans- 
vaal and Orange River Colonies. 


London, August 7.—The house of com- 
mons last night discussed a vote of 
£6,500,000 as a grant in aid of the Trans- 
vaal and Orange river colonies. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt and 
others severely criticised the govern- 
ment’s measures. 

Mr. Chamberlain, replying, said he quite 
agreed that the government’s first duty 
was to the loyalist refugees, and he de- 
clared that money would not be spared 
for that purpose. 

“It is also a matter of Imperial policy,” 
continued the colonial secretary, ‘‘to give 
the necessary support to those of our 
enemies who come into our hands. One 
million of the vote is for extra rolling 
Yaock. A large sum. will be devoted to 
reinstating the Boers on their farms and 
an experiment will be made in the direc- 
tion of the agricultural settlements.”’ 


GERMANY IS FACING A CRISIS. 


The Financial and Industrial Trou- 
bles Are Spreading. 

Berlin, August 6.—Today’s dispatches 
from various parts of Germany show that 
the financial and industrial crisis is 
spreading. The Rheinische Immobillen 
Aktienbank of Cologne has been de- 
clared insolvent, and the calico mill of 
Ehrenberg and Richter, in Eilenburg, has 
suspended. 

Dr. Vierlin. chairman of the overseers 
of the W. H. Popp spinning machinery 
factory in Werdau, has been arrested. 
Two of the directors are wanted under 
suspicion of having forged checks. 


Military Government. Ceases. 
Manila, August 6—The military gov- 
ernment of Manila ceases tomorrow, and 
municipal affairs will be taken over by 
three civil commissioners, similar to the 
government in the District of Columbia. 
One is a Filipino, Colonel Herrera, the 
others are Messrs. Baldwin and Tutherly. 
The chief of police is George Curry, a 
former officer in the Eleventh cavalry.

Disastrous Washouls Reported 
On Railroads, 


NORFOLK 1S DAMAGED 
BY A WHIRLING. WIND 


Storm Was Cyclonic in Force and 
Destroyed Twenty Houses—Sev- 
eral Persons Were Injured 
but None of Them 
Will Die. 


Roanoke, Va., August 6.—There has 
teen no train from the west arriving in 
this city since Monday midnight, owing 
to the heavy rains which have fallen dur- 
ing the past two days in the southwest 
rorticn of the state.

The greatest trouble wes between Chris- 
tiansburg and Vickers, where the water 
Wus over the tracks for several miles 
The railread offices late tonight say the 
line is now open again for traffic and that 
a train is expected here at en early hour. 
The demage to bridges is said to be 
slight, the delay being caused mostly by 
inundated tracks.

Roofs of Houses Were Blown Away, 
but No One Killed. 

Norfolk, Va.. August 6.—Norfolk was 
visited bv a cyclone shortly after 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. The whirlwind came in 
the usual funnel-shaped cloud and was 
about BD feet in width. Fortunately its 
path wag in the outlying portion of the 
city and not through the thickly popu- 
lated sections. The roofs of about twen- 
ty houses were blown away and several 
people were injured by falling timbers. 
In the county all the out buildings on a 
large farm were demolished. Several 
houses in the town of Berkeley were un- 
roofed. Trees were torn up and chimneys 
blown down throughout the _ section 
passed over by the cyclone. 

No fatalities have been reported. The 
whirlwind was followed by a rain storm 
that almost equaled a cloudburst.

The people must know where all can- 
didates stand on this question. There 
must be no dodging, and the issue, 
if there is one, must be squarely met. 

Franchises granted by the city are 
valuable, but because they are valuable 
is no reason why they should not be 
granted, when by granting them they 
can all be brought under a general tax 
law that will yield a handsome revenue 
to the city for the use of its streets. 
Under such a tax law the more the 
merrier. 

A competing street railway system 
reaching all parts of the city is now 
assured. 

For two years the people fought des- 
perately for electric light competition 
against a manipulated council, and 
that fight, led by The Constitution, 
was won.

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A Phase of National Jealousy. . 

A somewhat pardonable phase of na- 
tional jealousy has béen displayed by 
The Boston Herald in connection with 
the daughter of the late General 
Ulysses 8S. Grant. 

During the presidency of General 
Grant his daughter, Miss Nellie, en- 
joyed the height of popularity. It was 
to the disappointment of those who 
regarded General Grant’s individuality 
with high favor that his daughter 
should have married a foreigner, thus 
becoming cut off from her own people. 
Later, when misfortune overcame the 
lady, her return to the United States 
was greeted with sympathetic interest 
and it was only remembered that she 
was the daughter of the man who had 
commanded the successful side in the 
war between the states. Current news 
items reports the purchase of a home 
in a Canadian town by Mrs. Sartoris, 
together with the announcement that 
it is to be occupied by herself and her 
mother. the widow of the great gen- 
eral. Hereupon it is that The Boston 
Herald recalls the fact that General 
Grant “loved liberty in its largest 
sense, and believed in giving every in- 
dividual all the personal latitude pos- 
sible.

There is in this question no trace of 
narrowness, only the natural jealousy 
with which people regard those who 
are under special! obligations to them. 
All that Mrs. Sartoris is. in a social 
sense, she owes to her American fam- 
ily, and all that family is, it owes to 
the favor of the people of the United 
States. But this is not the only case 
of its kind. There are others who 
have abandoned the homes which the 
patriotic sense of the people would set 
up as being theirs, and whenever they 
betray a little irritation because the 
favored ones choose foreign company, 
it is at least to be overlooked. 


Something for the City. 

The tinanfmous passage by council 
of the charter amiendment to levy an 
occupation tax on public utilities 
promises more for the city than any 
action recently undertaken. 

That every business’ enterprise 
should bear its equal proportion of tax 
is a universally conceded principle, 
but that private interest should seek 
to avoid it is equally well known. The 
duty of governing bodies, from munici- 
pal councils to legislative assemblies, 
is to represent the whole people in get- 
ting a return out of business ventures, 
The tax collector has no timidity in 
taxing the wash tub or cooking stove. 
Then, why should he feel doubt when 
he sees before him ga concern valued at 
a million dollars? It may be plead- 
ed that in the presence of new busi- 
hess developments it was hard to reach 
a correct method of taxation. Atlan- 
ta has given sufficient probation for 
this period of doubt, and the time has 
now come when the tax gatherer 
should exercise no partiality, but visit 
all alike. The public has been scan- 
dalized by rumors of trades and other 
unfair means in the awarding of pub- 
lic franchises. The Constitution has 
time and again declared that the whole 
business should be left open to compe- 
tition. There is no more reason for 
limiting the number of street railway 
companies than there would be in lim- 
iting the number of blacksmith shops 
or of dry, goods stores. If the city 
would only apply to these new ven- 
tures the same principle of taxation 
under which other business enterprises 
are carried on, they could then leave 
the question of competition to the 
anxiety of those who have money to 
spend. The only interest the city 
would then have in the granting of 
franchises would be that they should 
be feasible and for the public con- 
venience. With the tax collector satis- 
fied, as is provided for in the proposed 
Pierce charter amendment, there 
would be little left for the public to 
quarrel over. 


- 
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Among the Bantams. 

The correspondence now going on 
concerning the relations of former Sec- 
retary Chandler and Rear Admiral 
Robley D. Evans suggests that there is 
trouble among the bantams. 

A long time ago, when Mr. Arthur 
was unexpectedly called to the presi- 
dency, he found it convenient to have 
Mr. Chandler in the cabinet. That the 
latter enjoyed the situation goes with- 
out saying. It was qa great thing for 
a man,from the mountains of New 
Hampshire to be lord high admiral of 
all the ships and to be able to move 
around among commodores, captains 
and ensigns. At that time Robley D. 
Evans, holding lower rank than at 
present, fell under disfavor of the 
mighty water secretary, and the latter 
preferred charges against the offending 
officer. In course of time Mr. Chan- 
dler left the cabinet, served a few 
years in the United States senate and 
now occupies a fat job in which the 
labor is not excessive. Robley D. Ev- 
ans, from running a revenue cutter for 
the accommodation of fishing parties, 
has passed up through several grades 
and is now a sure enough rear ad- 
miral. 

Feeling that Chandler was buried 
under many years Evans has given to 
the world a book in which he refers 
to the New Hampshire man as an “in- 
sect.” This has led to a demand upon 
the secretary of the navy on the part 
of Mr. Chandler that the rear admiral 
should be disciplined. Having one 
court of inquiry upon his hands, Sec- 
retary Long has done his best to laugh 
the matter off, but Chandler is persist- 
ent, Evans is rollicking and the up- 
shot of it al! will be another inquiry 
in which epaulettes and naval insignia 
will parade. Altcgether the whole af- 
fair is on the bantam order and should 
not alarm the public overmuch, 


This Is Common Sense. 

A recent issue of The Philadelphia 
Times has this to say: 

Mr. Bryan, visiting a western city the 
other day, and questioned as to his pres. 
idential candidacy, manifested a little im- 
patience, which was unusual with him, 
but entirely justifiable. Why should not 
Mr. Bryan be a candidate for president? 
It is not merely a lawful but a laudable 
ambition, and Mr. Bryan has an entire 
right to entertain it without being con- 
startly called upon to declare his inten- 
tions. 

He probably has no present intentions 
beyond attending to his business and don- 
ing his duty as he sees it. The Philadel- 
rhia Times differs very widely from Mr. 
Bryan in his economic views and in other 
respects as well, but his sincerity and 
integrity are not to be questioned. We 
believe that experience has shown him 
to be mistaken and that he will not suc- 
ceed in impressing his opinions upon the 
country; but that does not abridge his 
right to hold them or to promulgate them, 
as he is doing at this time in a perfectly 
legitimats and honorable way. 

A man who has been twice the candi- 
date of a very numerous party is entitled 
at least to be treated with respect, and 
while he is not thrusting himseif into 
prominence, he is entitled to be let alone, 
He is going ab<ut his business like a good 
American citizen and expresses his opin- 
iors on public affairs in a spirit whose 
patriotic intention cannot be doubted. If 
he can gein acceptance fcr them, it will 
be so much to his credit; if not, no one 
is hermed. He‘is not a public issue at 
this time, and nagging at him is unjust. 

The position taken by The Times is 
not only right from an ethical point 
of view, but it is common sense. 

The inclination to belabor Mr. Bryan 
upon every occasion does not spring 
from a purpose to serve the democratic 
party. Whatever Mr. Bryan is he has 
been made by the choice of the mil- 
lions of voters who expressed their 
confidence in him, and of the same 
millions by whom be was called back 


to leadership four years later. When 
the convention of 1896 assembled, Mr. 
Bryan was but one among many dele- 
gates having neither claim upon nor 
ambition for the first place. By the 
choice of his associates he was made 
the nominee. He could no more have 
changed a line in the platform adopted 
than the smallest child in the land. He 
was but a creature of circumstances, 
the embodiment of a popular demand, 
whether wise or not dges not enter 
into the questiou. When, therefore, an 
attempt is made to make him the re- 
sponsible agent it is unjust to him and 
against the history of the case. He 
now stands in prectsely the same re- 
lation with the party held by any oth- 
er private individual, having only the 
influence attaching to his strength of 
character and no more. Whether that 
influence be great or little, it is his by 
right, and any attempt to belittle him 
is but to create discord in the party, 
and its purpose is purely malicious. 
The proper course to take is that out- 
lined by The Times to respect him for 
the integrity which he possesses, to 
eclipse him if possible in fidelity to 
the party and to leave the result to 
the American people. If, as The Times 
says, Mr. Bryan can gain acceptance 
to his views, “it will be so much to 
his credit; if not, no one is harmed. 
He is not a public issue at this time, 
and nagging at him is unjust.”’

Are We at War? 

The magnitide of the labor strike 
and the immense industrial losses oc- 
casioned might well justify the ques- 
tion whether we are in a state of war. 

@ few days ago two men sat down 
to a little council in the city of New 
York—J. Pierpont Morgan, a private 
citizen, having control of immeuse in- 
dustrial assets, and Mr. William J. 
Shaffer, another private citizen, having 
behind him 75,000 stalwart men. ‘Al- 
though neither was vested with au- 
thority by the people of the land and 
both are private citizens in the most 
complete sense of the term, yet they 
sat down to reach a decision not with- 
in the power of emperors or presidents. 
‘An emperor might well hesitate before 
he would throw the industrial inter- 
ests of his country into confusion. A 
president would be restrained by tra- 
ditions and law against taking such a 
decisive step. Yet these two private 
citizens, sitting peacefully across from 
each other, by a single regative and 
defiance, have thrown 75,000 men out 
of work. As a consequence invested 
interests are losing their profits and 
the families of laboring men are los- 
ing the support and comfort that can 
only be gained by working every day 
in the year. 

Is it wise that such power should be 
lodged in the hands of any two men? 
The framers of our government evi- 
dently thought otherwise. They re- 
fused to place the power of war even 
in the hands of the chief executive of 
the nation. They threw such safe- 
guards around a declaration of war 
that it requires not only presidential, 
but congressional action and the sanc- 
tion of the people behind that. Ye‘ 
what is forbidden to the government 
is airily undertaken by private in- 
dividuals. 

The democratic national convention 
held in Kansas City recognized this 
growing danger and called for a pro- 
vision of law by which such grave 
questions should be left to arbitration. 
Many of the laboring organizatiohs 
have declared themselves in favor of 
such a settlement. Invested capital 
surely would not object to a plan by 
which public disorder would be pre- 
vented and saving would become more 
assured. The republican party placed 
itself in opposition to this platform, 
holding that the ability to fill the din- 
ner pail did away with all questions 
of personal justice. The republican 
party won. It must be confessed that 
the dinner pail has been kept reason- 
ably full, but it has been discovered 
that there are other questions than 
those connected with bread and beef: 
steak, and that men have other am- 
bitions than eating and drinking. Out 
of those other questions there has 
arisen a contingency such as is now 
upon us, in which capital and labor 
are in unnecessary war. 

The case would be bad enough if 
this were all, but this is only half the 
statement. The labor troubles of the 
steel trust have extended to business 
n many other lines. The delivery of 
material is interfering with the con- 
structive energy of the country. The 
raising of the price of coal comes as a 
tax to the hearthstone of every man. 
The entire population is involved in 
the levy which has been made to the 
cause of war. These people have the 
right, even if the two principals were 
disinclined, to demand some form of 
arbitration by which such disturbances 
would become impossible hereafter. 


Stories of Success. 

Some of the most curious reading of 
the present day is that furnished by 
men who parade as their own creators 
and who feel inclined to take the world 
into their confidence. 

One of the most gleeful contributors 
to this new style of literature is Presi- 
dent Schwab, of the steel trust, who 
some time ago decried education, and 
exclaimed “Just look at me!” The 
Boston Herald, taking note of his as- 
sumption “that he has risen to his 
eminent position because of his indus- 
try, honesty, perseverance, hard work 
and good morals, etc.,” explains the 
other: side in order to show that Mr. 
Schwab owes his place to personal pul] 
as much as to superabundant genius. 

The Herald says: 

Schwab arose to the high place he still 
occupies in the regard of Mr. Carnegie 
by purely “‘song and dance” methods. He 
can play the piano and he can sing the 
old Scotch melodies out of sight. This 
musical gift complctely won Carnegie’s 
regard. When he was sick Schwab used 
to go up and warble to him with a dla- 
lect like a King William highball,*and 
in Carnegie’s mind any «ne who can 
cackle Highland fashion is necessarily of 
the largest mental caliber. 

There is a great deal of truth in this 
explanation. The man who can render 
himself personally agreeable and who 
looks after the creature comforts of 
the one from whom he expects favor 
is at least prudent, if not a genius, and 
probably deserves the price of his la- 
bor.

BISHOP MOORE’S SUCCESSOR 
IS AROUSING DISCUSSION 


Jacksonville, Fla., August @—(Special.) 
Who will be the successor of the late 
Bishop John Moore in Florida? Rt. Rev. 
Father W. J. Kenney, of this city, who 
is well known in Catholic circles through- 
out the south, is now at the head of the 
diocese of Filerida. He has returned 
from St. Augustine, after an absence of 
several weeks. It was during this time 
that Father Kenney, as vicar general of 
the diocese of St. Augustine, was at the 
bedside of Bishop Moore, and remained 
with him until his passing away at 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning, July %. Af- 
ter the long vigil at the bedside of 
the venerable prelate, Father Kenney re- 
turned to his field here, much worn and 
fatigued, but ready for the many duties 
incident on his work in this parish. 

With the passing away of Bishop 
Moore the title of vicar general of the 
diocese of St. Augustine ceased, and will 
only come into existence again when the 
next bishop has been consecrated and 
he appoints his vicar general, when the 
title will become applicable to this dio- 
cese, unless Father Kenney, as adminis- 
trator, should appoint a vicar general, 
which, however, is very rarely done. 

Until the next appointment of bishop 
of the diocese of St. Augustine Father 
Kenney remains administrator of the dio- 
cese, having been appointed to that office 
by Bishop Northrup, of Charleston, 48 
bishop of the province of Baltimore, act- 
ing for Cardinal Gibbons, who is the 
archbishop of the province, but who is 
always present. In this position Father 
Kenney will act in every way as the 
bishop would, except in those functions 
that are peculiary episcopal. He is thus 
at the head of all matters and affairs, 
with the exception as noted. 

The will of Bishop Moore is now in the 


hands of Cardinal Gibbons, and will be 
probated at the county judge's court of 
St. Johns county, and when this is done 
Father Kenney will also act as legal ad- 
ministrator. During the time he acted as 
vicar general Father Kenney became 
well acquainted with the work in and 
needs of the diocese, and now, as admin- 
istrator, is well able to take up the 
thread of diocesan work where it was 
dropped on Bishop Moore’s death. 

To the adherents in this state of the 
faith of the Church of Rome it is now a 
subject of much interest and expectation 
as to who will be the next bishop. Al- 
though Father Kenney stood next to 
Bishop Moore, it does not follow that he 
will be the next bishop, as there is a long 
form and system to be followed in the 
selecting, according to canon law, of 
the next bishop, and it will be several 
years before it is known as to who will 
be the next bishop. 

The usual method of procedure is to 
obtain the wish of the priests of the dio- 
cese. The diocesan consultors and per- 
manent rectors then hold qa meeting and 
select three names, those selected being 
designated as digus, dignior and dignis- 
simusa—that is, worthy, more worthy 
and most worthy—which are sent to the 
holy see at Rome. 

The suffragan bishops, the bishops of 
the province of Baltimore, also select 
three names, which are similarly sent on 
to Rome. It may be that these three 
names are the same as the other three 
names selected, or they may be three en- 
tirely different names. These names are 
forwarded to the see at Rome by Car- 
dinal Gibbons, as archbishop of the prov- 
ince of Baltimore. 

The choice is then made in consistory 
by the pope. 

To show that the choice is not made in 
quick order, it will be interesting to 
note that Bishop Moore’s predecessor, 
Bishop Verot, died in August, 1876, and it 
was fully six months later before Bishop 
Moore was elected in consistory as the 
bishop of St. Augustine, and then it was 
nearly two months later, May 18, before 
he was consecrated as bishop, which took 
place at the pro-cathedral at Charleston. 
Sometimes it is several years after the 
death of a bishop before his successor is 
appointed. 

Since he was ordained a priest, Father 
Kenney's field has been in this diocese, 
and he is dearly beloved, not only by his 
parishioners, but throughout the state. It 
was on January 15, 1879, that he was or- 
dained a priest by Bishop Moore, in the 
cathedral at St. Augustine, he having 
been sent here on his choice of fields. A 
few days later, after the ordination, 
Father Kenney came here to assist Fath- 
er Dufau, who was then in charge of 
the Church of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion. After a brief stay here he was 
transferred to Palatka, in charge of the 
missions, and worked very hard in the 
interest of the establishment of the Ro- 
man Catholic church. 

At the death of Father Dufau, in 1884, 
he was made pastor of the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception, which position 
he has continuously occupied since then. 

There is now a movement on foot to 
have a suitable monument erected to 
the memory of Bishop Moore, and it is 
likely that it will result in the erection 
of a mortuary chapel in the new Catholic 
cemetery in St. Augustine, where the 
bishop now lies, interred in a cemented 
vault, over the top of which boards have 
been placed, and on which a_ simple 
mound has been formed, covered with 
masses of flowers. 

On Friday, August 30, a service, ““The 
Month’s Mind,’’ will be conducted, at 
which services everything will be con- 
ducted as it was the day of the funeral. 
These services are held a month after 
the death of a high dignitary of the 
church, and the services will be very 
impressive, being as solemn as can be 
made, fits 

The services will be in the form of a 
solemn requiem high mass, and in addi- 
tion to the celebrant there will be the 
deacon, subdeacon, master of ceremonies 
and choir. As the attendance will be 
one that will tax the capacity of the 
cathedral, there will be printed invita- 
tions issued.

They say they believe he will 
remain out of it on account of the fact 
that it is customary in Georgia always 
to give an official at least a second term.

The president is not only a belfever 
in fair play, but he is not willing that 
an incurable scar shall be fastened on 
his last admiuistration in the white house 
ty any injustice to those who won glory 
and fame for the United States govern- 
ment in the Spanish-American war. In 
addition to insisting that there ehall be 
a fair deal in the Schley court of in- 
quiry, the president is personally interest- 
ed to this extent. Notwithstanding all 
the vague irsinuations and unsupportable 
allegations brought against Rear Admiral 
Schley by hig enemies in the navy, the 
president virtually ignored those charges, 
promoted Near Admiral Schiey to his 
present rank in consideration of his gal- 
lant, courag€@ous and meritorious servic?s 
in the battle of Santiago, and the senate 
promptly and by an overwhelming ma- 
jority ratified his promotion by confirma- 
tion. Under the circumstances the pres- 
icent cannot afford to stultify himself, 
ror can the senators who voted for 
Schley’s confirmation afford to have their 
acticn ‘‘qveered”’ thfough the jealousics 
of the naval clique enemies of Schley, 
who are envious of the honors which the 
fcrttnes of war unexpectedly bestowed 
upon him, 

Public sentiment, supported by the 
statements of eye-witnesses of the battie 
of Santiago, will undoubtedly have con- 
siderable influence in settling the dispute 
as to whether or not Rear Admiral Schley 
is a coward or was guilty ‘‘of represensi- 
ble conduct.”’ It is astonishing how much 
interest is taken in this subject. It is 
not confined to Washingtcn, but the sub- 
ject is being discussed all over the world. 
I met a distinguished naval officer a few 
days ago who is just back from the Far 
East, and he informs me that the Samp- 
scn-Schley controversy is the subject of 
disci csion in all parts of Europe, espe- 
clally among naval and military officers, 
Without taking sides with either Samp- 
son or Schley, the officer referred to went 
on to say that it is unfortunate for th- 
naval service that such a disgraceful con- 
tention should have arisen, in view of 
the glories achieved by the navy in the 
Spanish-American war. 

“Every man connected with the naval 
establishment should adopt the immortal 
remark made by Schley when he said, 
‘There is glory enough for us all.’ I am 
not familiar with the unpublished secrets 
of the navy department, which it is said 
will be sprung upon the court of inquiry 
to the disadvantage of Schley. He may 
have been guilty of some slight indiscre- 
tions, relative to the prompt execution of 
orders, but it must be remembered that 
the naval regulations give a commanding 
officer wice discretion in the exercise of 
his powérs while at sea. Almost every 
article in the regulations concludes with 
this sentence, ‘At the discretion of the 
commanding officer.’ " 

Continuing, my naval friend said: “It 
is a remarkable coincidence that the two 
officers of the navy, Admiral Dewey and 
Rear Admiral Schley, should have come 
out of the Spanish wer with first honors. 
There is an impression in naval circles 
that the powers that be in the navy de- 
partment would have preferred that these 
honors should have fallen upon some oth- 
er cfficers, for, as a matter of fact, there 
seers to have been an unexplainable 
prejudice against both Dewey and Schley 
at the navy department which anteijates 
the Spanish v.ar. You will remember that 
in the early stages of the war Sampson 
and other officers, the juniors of Schley, 
were given important commands, while 
Schley was offered shore duty. Schley 
repeatedly appealed to the department for 
sea duty, as he was anxious to be en- 
gaged in active service on a warship. As 
an afterthought or as a consolation prize 


brought about by the agitation of the 
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subject in the newspapers of the coun- 
try, supported by Schley’s influential 
friends, the flying squadron was ereated 
end Schley wes subsequently placed in 
command. He was assigned to duty un- 
der the direction of his junior, Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson, without a murmur. it 
was probably mortifying and humiliating, 
according to naval ethics, for a senior tu 
be piaced under orders from a junior. Sev 
far ss I can understand. Schley made ne 
protest Or ccompliint, but proceeded to du 
his duty according to his best amity I 
am not prepared *o defend the technical 
poet of orders charged against 
. ey, but, as I said before, the result 
Was SO complete and so glorious that any 
little irregularities should have been over. 
looked, especially by those at the head 
of the navy derartment.

Men, women and children enter into the 
debate with the greatest earnestness and 
devour everything good, bad or indiffer- 
ent which may be printed or stated in 
connection with the controversy. A fair 
estimate of the strength of the rival fac- 
tions seems to be about nine to one in 
favor of the Schley side of the contro- 
versy. 

The opponents of Schley insist that they 
have “got h'm now where they want 
him,”’ before a court of inquiry and they 
declare that they have the official records 
up their sleeves. which will blacken the 
reputation of Schley to such an extent 
that he will be driven out of the navy 
in disgrace. This is a very extreme state- 
ment, for when these persons wh ro- 
fess to speak from the “official 
records” are pinned down to facts they 
wabble about and endeavor to place a 
forced construction upon. extracts from 
the log books bf the Brooklyn, the Iowa, 
the Marblehead. and other vessels en- 
gaged in the Santiago battle. The sum 
and substance of their claim is that “if” 
Schley had done so _and so, so and so 
might have occurred. In other words, 
trev endeavor to create the impression, 
that Schley devoted all his time to trying 
to keep away from the enemy when it ‘s| 
a historical fact that his ship was in 
the thickest of the fray from beginning 
to end whether Schley willed it or not.

Alderman Kilpatrick Will Vote 
for the Franchise, 


HE AND FOURTH WARD 
COMMITTEE ARE. FRIENDS 


An Amicable Adjustment of All 
Differences That May Have 
Existed Was Effected Dur- 
ing a Conference Held 
Yesterday. 


Settled are the differences that have 
existed between Alderman J. W. Kilpat- 
rick and the members of the fourth ward 
committee, and which grew out of action 
by the aldermanic board in regard to the 
BoulevarJ extension of the Forrest ave- 
nue line of the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company. 

Not only that, but the settlement brings 
out prom#imently the fact that the Petcrs 
street franchise for the same company 
is assured, Alderman Kilpatrick states 
that it is his intention, in view of the 
adoption of the Garrett-Pierce occupation 
tax charter amendment, to vote for the 
franchise granting the Boulevard exten- 
sion, and also for the Peters street line 
devoid of the twenty-one-year clause. 

This wil] give four votes—a majority— 
in the aidermanic board for the proposed 
line of the Rapid Transit company. tv 
West End. Aidermen Welch and Pierce 
will oppose it. Dr. Pierce stated last 
evening that he ‘did not think he could 
vote tor tne Feters street franchise,”’ 

“in fact,’ said he, “lL am not so sure 
in my mind put that 1 mude a mistake 
iaSt nignt in agreeing to vote lor the 
Boulevard extension. in the *Mueeting of 
tne alijermanic ‘board ‘hursday 1 may 
meve to non-concur in the action of coua- 
cli in that very matter. When 1 signed 
that paper prepared by the conference 
committee it Was with the idea that the 
Boulevard line was merely an extension 
vt an incomplete line, and not a separate 
iranchise. in the Peters street case, iyw- 
ever, the matter is different.” 


Mayor May Not Approve. 


In view of the stand previously taken, 
Mayor Mims may not approve the giant 
lor a longer period than twenty-one yeuis, 
but a two-thirds vote of council can carfy 
ine matter over his head. Eleven mem- 
bers of council, it is understood, will 
vote to override a possibie veto, and if 
four aldermen favor doing the same, then 
the measure is law. 

An amicable adjustment of maiters bé- 
tween the fourth ward committee and Al- 
aerman Kilpatrick was eftected yesterday 
morning during a conterence which took 
place between the alderman and Charles 
'’’. Hopkins, a member of the committee. 
he meeting was entirely friendly and )e- 
sulted in the expression by the alderman 
that it was his jntention to vote for both 
the Boulevard and Peters street fran- 
chises. : 

The damage suits which Alderman Kil- 
patrick had filed against the members of 
tne fourth ward cummittee and The At- 
lanta Journal, it ts understood, are to be 
withdrawn. 

The conference and the way it turned 
out is of more than passing importance, 
as it means that the Rapid Transit com- 
pany is to get its line to West End after 
all, and that, too, stripped of the short 
t:me restriction. The franchise comes up 
in the aldermanic board tomorrow after- 
noon for final disposition, and four votes— 
those of Messrs. Johnson, LaHatte, Day 
and Kilpatrick—will take off the amead- 
ment, and the same number will also pass 
the franchise in such a > as that the 
company will accept it. resident C. J. 
Simmons has declared that his company 
could not accept the franchise with a 
twenty-one-year restriction, or that stip- 
ulating that the company give three fares 
for 10 cents. 

The adoption of the new charter amend- 
ment which is designed to give authority 
to the city to levy an occupation tax on 
all public utility concerns, seems to have 
changed existing conditions considerably. 
and if the expression from Alderman ; 
patrick is to be taken as an evidence of 
general sentiment, then it may nr get 
posed that the life of a franchise wi aoe 
figure so prominently in the future as 1 
the past. 
Letters That Passed. 

After the conference between Alderman 
Kilpatrick and Mr. Hopkins, the following 


etters were exchanged: A 
ge oot Ga., August 6, 1901.—Mr. J. Frank 
Beck and Others, Fourth Ward Committee, 
City. Dear Sirs: I have steadfastly voted to 
limit the franchises applied for by the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company known as the Boule- 
vard extension and the Peters street line to 
twentv-one years. I did this in good faith, 
honestly believing it was to the interest of this 
citv to restrict the franchises. On yesterday 
council adopted, by a most overwhelming 
vote. a proposed amendment to the city’s char- 
ter, and which is known as the Garrett-Pierce 
resolution. I feel that the adoption of this 
measure solves the vexed and perplexing is- 
sues in reference to street rallroads. I believe 
that when this amencment is granted by the 
legislature that the-life of a street railroad 
franchise becomes largely immaterial, for the 
city will then be enabled to derive a proper 
and just r°venue from all grants. 

In view, therefore, of this changed condition 
of affairs. I shall hereafter vote to grant the 
two franchises named for the same term and 
upon the same conditions which have been 
heretofore inserted in franchises to that com- 
pany and under which it has built its various 
lines. 

I take this position boldly and openly, be- 
cause I have been conscientious in my acts, 
Your committee have written some cards which 
I feel to be unjust. I desire to refer particu- 
larly to a statement in one of the cards to 
the effect that I had never heard of a boycott 
being established in the fourth ward against 
me. You were in great error about this. I did 
get this information from what I deemed a re- 
liable rource. 

Again you stated that a letter signed by 
Mr. Terry, Mr. Garrett and myself to the 
mayor, when exhibited to me, was coupled 
with information relative to its author. This 
is an error. I do not remember that any ex- 
plantion was made to me at the time. I now 
understand that the letter addressed by 
vs to the mayor was drawn by Hon. Clark 
Howell to the end that a serious factional 
fight might be avoided, 

I make you this full, frank and open state- 
ment of the situation, regretting the condition 
of affairs which has arisen, and believing that 
‘you will understand the spirit with which it 
is sent.

TROOPS RETURN 
AOSS TO TOWER 


Rapist Sentenced To Hang After 
Forly-Minute Trial 


WAS HO TROUBLE AT CANTON 


Would Have Been a Lynching Had 
Ross Not Been Protected by the 
Soldies of Atlanta Sent by 
the Governor for That 


Purpose. 


Major W. W. Barker and the three com- 
panies of the Fifth infantry under his 
command returned yesterday afternoon 
about 2:30 o’clock from Canton, bringing 
with them the negro rapist, Raymond 
Ross, who was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to death yesterday morning with- 
in less than forty minutes. 

The troops had no trouble whatever in 
carrying out the orders given them by the 
governor. Their special train, which 
went straight through from Atlanta to 
Canton, a distance of 44 miles, left here 
about 6:30 o’clock yesterday morning, and 
reached it destination within about two 
hours. 

The veople of Canton and Cherokee 
county had expectec the sheriff to bring 
the prigoner up for trial unaided, and 
from 1,000 to 1,500 fhen were gathered 
around the depot and in the town when 
the special arrived. Their surprise was 
great when the soldiers got out of the 
train and started with Ross up the hill 
and through the mud to the court house. 


Crowd Wanted a Lynching. 


The crowd, it is stated, felt chagrined, 
having determined upon a tynching, and 
hanging would unquestionably have been 
Itoss’ fate had he not had the protection 
of the troops. As it was, however, there 
was scarcely a disturbirg incident. One 


man who is said to have been somewhat 
under the influence of liquor drew a 
pistol on some of the soldiers. He was 
quiakly disarmed and gotten out of the 
way. 

Within abcut forty minutes after a jury 
had been selected Ross was pronounced 
guilty ard sentenced to be hanged on 
August 27. 

There were only three witnesses called. 
Mrs. Harriet Miller, the victim of the 
negro’s awful crime; her little 12-year-old 
daughter, and Sheriff P. S. Bedelle. Both 
the mother and the child fully identified 
Ross, and stold the story of the out- 
rage. It was on July 29, just a week 
before the day of his trial, that Ross had 
gone to Mrs. Milier’s home about six 
miles out of Canton, broke in the door, 
dragged the defenseless woman out and 
assaulted her. Sheriff Bedelle was called 
to testify as to Ross’ confession made 
to him during the time he was engaged 
in gctting the negro away from the mob 
that was trying to lynch him in the first 
place. Sheriff Bedelle hid out with him 
for two nights in the woods. 


Ross Denied His Guilt. 


Ross, when called on te make nis state- 
ment, Venied his guilt altogether. He ad- 
mitted having told the sheriff that he did 
it, but said he had not told the truth. 
He gave no reason for having confessed 
the crime to the sheriff, other than to say 
“T’ve just been telling that.”’ 

There were no speeches, and the charge 
to the jury was brief. Within little 
more than five minutes after it went out 
a verdict of guilty was returned, and 
Ross was sentenced to be hanged on Au- 
gust 27, the nearest day for which, un- 
der the law, the sentence could be pro- 
nounced. 

Judge Gober cleared the court room 
during the trial so that there were none 
present but the ccurt officers and those 
who had some business there. 

Major Barker and hij men _ brought 
Ross tack on the special train, and be- 
fore 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon he 
was again lodged in the Tower, where he 
wil! remain to await the day of his execu- 
tion. Sheriff Bedelle, who came down 
with the troops, says he does not antici- 
pate any difficulty in taking 
Ross to Cantor for his execu- 
tion. When he carries him tnere for that 
purvose he is satisfied he wall have no 
trouble from the people. The prompt ac- 
tion of the court, he feels, will have a 
good and healthy influence upon the com- 
munity. 


REIGN OF TERROR AT LAWTON. 


Gamblers Become So Bold That thé 
Citizens Act. 


Lawton, Okla., August 6.—After wait- 
ing in vain for the authorities to act, the 
citizens of Lawton took the gambling 
question in their own hands last night. 
“The sure thing’’ gamblers, emboldened 
by their successes Saturday and Sunday, 
stopped at nothing Monday. People 
were openly robbed. A crowd of homnie- 
seekers finally organized and served for- 
mal] notice that no more unlicensed gam- 
bling would be permitted in or around 
Lawton. It was a business organiza- 
tion, which did not mince any words, and 
this morning there are no ‘sure thing” 
devices in sight. 

Two men, killed by highwaymen, one 
seriously wounded, $1,400 in money and 
nine watches taken, is the criminal rec- 
ord of the Lawton district for twenty- 
four hours. 

Irwin Rogers, of May county, Okla., 
was shot and killed by one of three men 
who last night attempted to hold up a 
party a mile south of the townsite. All 
but Rogers ran, an4 the robbers thought 
he intended to fight. 

Another gang of highwaymen robbed 
nine different prairie schooners near 
Rush Springs Sunday night. The tele- 
graph wires were cut and news did not 
reach here until today. The gang was 
composed of three men, all of whom rode 
thoroughbred horses. In one wagon con- 
taining 8S. E. Beemblossom, of Guthrie, 
his ll-year-old son, and two other per: 
sons, young Beemblossom was killed and 
aman, name unknown, riding a horse 
near by, was shot and seriously wounded.

SCENE OF AN EXCITING RAID 


Crawford Boy, Who Held Officers at 
Bay with Shotgun, May Be 
Sent to a School. 


J. P. Murphy, who was arrested Sunday 
afternoon by County Policemen George 
Mathieson, Poole and Oliver on the charge 
of ccnducting a blind tiger at the corner 
of Marietta and Ccrput streets, and whose 
arrest precipitated a very exciting scene, 
pleaded guilty yesterday before Judge A. 
E. Calhoun in the city crimiral court md 
was fined $150. or twelve months in the 
county chaingang. The fine has not yet 
beer. paid. 

W. M. Crawford, the 13-year-old boy 

who held the policemen at bay with a 
double-barreled shotgun for a time, also 
pleaded guilty, but was not sentenced. At- 
torney Hughes, whé represented the two 
defendants, stated that an uncle of the 
boy in Cherokee county had agreed to 
take charge of him and place him in 
school. Judge Calhoun. accordingly, di- 
rected that the youth be held until the 
uncle can be heard from. The judge took 
occasion to remark that if the reformatory 
was in operation he would send the boy 
there until he reached the age of 21. 
The three policenren raided MurphWs 
place Sunday afternoon and Officer Poole 
arrested three other men, who were in 
the house, and Officers Mathieson and 
Oliver then went upstairs and arrested 
Murphy. In the meantime the Crawford 
boy secured the shotgun and leveling 
it at Officer Poole threatened to shoot 
him if he moved. As the other two offi- 
cers came Gown the stairs with Murphy, 
the boy pointed the gun at them and 
threatened to shoot them unless they 
turned Murphy loose. The gun was 
finally taken from his possession.

Seven Charred Bodies Recovered 
from the Philadelphia Ruins. 


MORE BODIES IN WRECKAGE 


Over Sixty Injured More or Less Se- 
riously—One Man Blown 
Through Air. 


Philadelphia, August 6—Seven dead, 
three or four probably fatally injured, and 
more than sixty other persons hurt more 
or less seriously is the latest revised 
record of last night’s explosion in the 
block of buildings on Locust street, above 
Tenth street, in this city. How many 
more victims, if any, are still in the 
ruins will not be known until all the 
debris has been cleared away, which will 


require many more hours of hard work. 
The latest find was made at 8 o'clock to- 
night when the badly burned remains of 
a colored man was found in the wreckage 
on the sidewalk.. Temporary electric 
lights have been erected at the scene of 
the explosion and tonight 200 men under 
the direction of the department of public 
safety are vigorously pursuing the 
search. Many of the residents of the 
neighborhood believe there are more 
bodies in the wreckage. There are several 
persons missing. The police and fire of- 
ficilals are also making a search for the 
cause of the explosion, but tonight they 
have no positive proof as to its cause. 
They hold to the theory that gasoline did 
the damage, and that it had been stored 
in one of the three grocery stores. 


Searching the Smoking Ruins. 


It was 7 o’clock this morning before the 
firemen, after working hard all night, had 
the smoldering ruins sufficiently cooled 
off to enable them to begin a search 
for the bodies which are supposed to be 
beneath the wrecked buildings. 

Their attention was first directed to 1018 

Locust street, the building occupied bv 
Albert D. Mountain, grocer. In this 
building at the time of the explosion 
there were Robert and Dalton Mountain 
and Lizzie Mountain, children of the 
proprietor of the store. None of them 
have been accounted for. 
No. 1016 Locust street was occupied by 
Patrick Quigley as a grocer. Quigley, his 
wife, three children and an uncle were 
‘In the building when the explosion oc- 
curred. The only one in this family 
thus far accounted for is Quigley and his 
uncle. 

At 1014 Locust street George McClenny 
also conducted a small grocery. It is here 
that the explosion is thought to have oc- 
curred. The building was occupied by 
McClenny, his wife, a clerk and a ‘ser- 
vant. At the time of the disaster Mrs. 
McClenny was visiting in west Philadel- 
Phia and the others are thought to have 
been in the building. 

Probably the greatest number perished 
at 1012 Locust street. Here William 
Jones, colored, conducted a _ boarding 
house. He had a score of boarders, but 
the number in the building at the time 
cannot be learned positively. The police 
officials say, however, that it is probable 
that half a dozen bodies will be taken 
from the debris of this building alone. 

At 1010 Locust street M. Rosenthal, wife 
and -five children. lived. They escaped 
with broken limbs and contusions, but the 
building was completely wrecked. In the 
Rosenthal home was a boarder named 
Frank Schmidt. He was seated at a 
thLird-story window reading when the -x- 
plosion occurred. 


Man Blown Though Afr. 


Schmidt was blown through the window 
and landed on the top of a stable forty 
feet from the wrecked building. He es- 
caped with a few bruises. Forty-eieht 
persons, all told, were taken to the two 
hospitals close at hand. Of this number 
sim probably are fatally injured, twenty- 
eight are suffering from fractured limbs 
and burns, while the injuries of the 
others consist of slight cuts from flying 
debris. The block where the explosion 
occurred is in a section populated largely 
by colored persons. 

The building where the explosion is 
supposed to have occurred is in the cen- 
ter of the group of houses situated be- 
tween Alder and Warnock streets, small 
thoroughfares running parallel with Tenth 
street. In this space on the south side 
of Locust street the demolition is com-

Jacksonville, Fla., August 6—(Special.) 
The International Mental Science Associa- 
tion will hold its convention in Seabreeze, 
Fla., November 28 to December 3 next.

Mrs. A. & Ghider Imagines the 
World Is a Paradise—Miss 
Concha Balinguer Believes 
She Is in a Hell of 
Enemies. 


The police matron has her hands full 
with two women whose minds have be- 
come deranged. 

One is Miss Concha Balinguer, the young 
Woman about whom s0 much has already 
been published; the other is Mrs..A. J. 
Shider, of No. 45 Lucy street. 

Mrs, Shider was first reported to the 
police and taken into custody Monday 
morning on the charge of disorderly con- 
duct, but it subsequently developed that 
she had suddenly gone crazy and she 
wae held as a lunatic. 

The two cases of insanity are directly 
opposite. Miss Balinguer imagines that 
the world is against her and that every- 
body is plotting to kill her with poison; 
‘Mrs. Shider is in ecstacies. To her the 
world is a very jolly place, and she is 
just bubbling over with hilarity. Miss 
Balinguer had to be locked up because 
her own family were afraid of her; Mrs. 
Shider was locked up because she annoyed 
her neighbors with her demonstrations 
of joy. 

A. J. Shider is a well-known contractor. 
He says his wife was ill about a year ago, 
and a few months ago she showed signs 
of breaking down mentally. But not 
until a few days ago did she develop into 
a lunatic. He is loath to send her to an 
asylum, but acting under the advice of 
his and her friends and relatives, he went 
before the ordinary yesterday morning 
and took out a writ of lunacy. 


Resembled Lunatic Ward. 


When a reporter. of The Constitution 
was.in the female detention wards with 
the police matron last night, the place 
resembled a private ward in an asylum 
more than it did a city prison. 

Mrs. Shider was talking to her husband 
and she was laughing and in the best of 
humor. She was drawing roseate pic- 
tures .of her future and saying how she 
wanted to preach, she was so happy. 

Miss Balinguer slipped out of her room 
with a dark scowl on her face. She ex- 
claimed to the matron: 

“I hear you all in that other room plot- 
-~ a ee take my life. I bear every word 
smart when you murder me. _ I thought 
better of you than that, Mrs. Bohnefeld. 
You said you were my friend, and here 
you are helping my enemies to kill me 
with poison.

Increase in Tax Returns Cver Last 
Year Is $1,043,285. - 


NET INCREASE IS $12,078,521 


Average Increase Per County from 


101 Counties Reporting Is 
$118,698. 


The average increase in tax returns for 
Georgia's counties was given a big boost 
yesterday upon the arrival of several 
digests which showed big additions to the 
amounts reported last year. 

With the digests received yesterday 191 
counties have been heard from, leav#s 
only 36 more to repart, and those who 
have reported show a.net gain of $12,078,- 
621, or an average gain per county of 
about $118,698. A few days ago when 
sbout 75 counties had reported the aver- 
age was only about $98,000. 

Muscogee sent in her tax digest to the 
comptroller gencral yesterday. This 
county carries the banner now for the 
largest increase in tax returns of any 
county in the state and will probably 
continue to hold it. Muscogee’s increase 
over last year is $1,043,285. This is un- 
questionably a remarkable showing. Some 
items of the increase are improvment 
in lands outside the city of Columbus, 
$220,000; improvement in city property, 
$178,000; increase in manufactures, %$405.- 
000; increase tn live stock, $20,000; banks, 
$16,000; household goods, $30,000; stocks 
and bonds, $12,000 and farm products for 
sale $15,000. These figures certainly show 
that Muscogee is blessed with a full and 
fair share of prosperity, and with it afl 
it is said the county has the lowest tax 
rate of any county in the state. 

The counties reporting yesterday with 
their increases are as follows: Baker 
$46,822, Chatham $328,319, Dooly $311,572, El- 
bert $65,779, Greene $82,877, Putnam $51,206, 
Walton $260,322, Muscogee $1,043,285, Meri-

“And say, !f you find him, I wish you 
would bring him back out here,’’ he 
added. 

So the fugitive husband has not only 
escaped from the stockade, but he has 
also escaped service of a divorce suit 
and accordingly he {s wanted not only 
by the stockade guthorities, but also by 
the sheriff. 

The petition alleges that Mrs. Paris

to drink excessively. This, it is alleged, 
developed crabbedness, the defendant in- 
dulging in boisterous profanity, and be- 
coming geterally disagreeable.

Many New Businesses Bring 
Additional Revenue 


INCREASE 1S NEARLY $10,000 


There Has Been a Marked Falling Off 
in Amount Derived from Retail 
Liquor Licenses, but the 
Wholesalers Are Gain- 

“ng. 


During the first seven months of this 
year, as compared with the same period 
of 1900, there has been an increase of 
nearly $10,000 in the amount received from 
city business licenses. 

Also during the month of July this year 
there was an increase in business licenses 
of $1,321.48 as compared with-the same 
month last year. And all this despite 
the fact that there was a marked falling 
off in. retail HNquor licenses. There has 
been an increase, however, in wholesale 
liquor licenses, but the greatest increase 
has been in general business licenses. 

The figures which have been prepared 
by Deputy City Clerk Charles Adams 
show that there are a large number of 
new enterprises that have started in At- 
lanta since last year, and also that the 
increase in licenses required: of certain 
businesses has brought in much addi- 
tional revenue, 

It may be remembered that the tax 
committee some months ago went over 
the old tax ordinasee, and in many in- 
stances recommended radical increases in 
the amount required for certain classes 
of business licenses. The new tax ordi- 
nance went into effect July 1 last. It 
had been adopted by council during a 
meeting held some days previous to that 
time.

WILL HANG THE FAIR POSTERS 


ALL OVER STATE OF GEORGIA 


After spending a week or more in the 
north and west in the interest of the 
Southern Interstate fair, Secretary T. H. 
Martin has returned to Atlanta. From 
now on the work of preparing for the 
fair will be pushed forward with all pos- 


sible haste. 

The principal object of Mr. Martin’s 
visit to the west was to sep several mid- 
way attractions that are exhibiting In 
Missouri and Wisconsin.

NEWS ALL BEARISH 


\ Cotton Market Responded with a De- 
cided Break. 


THE TIRED LONGS UNLOADED 


‘Corn Was Weak and Lower—Other 
Cereals Followed—Stocks Weak 
with Increased Business. 


New York, August 6.—The cotton market 
started off weak in tone and very _feverish 
with prices 8 to 13 points lower and for the 
rest of the session was well/nigh demoralized 
wit: values at no time up to the opening fig- 
ures. Everything pointed to a lower market, 
while supporting orders were also totally lack- 
ing. The cause for this complete change of 
front on the part of the local trade was 
mainly pronounced weakness in the Liverpool 
market, where an advance of 2 to 3 points 
had been expected. Early cables showed un- 
changed prices, but later there was a decline 
of 5 to 6 points under heavy NMquidation, bear 
sellings and bad Manchester trade news. Lo- 
cal sentiment was additionally influenced by 
large receipts, fine weather accounts, splen- 
did weekly crop statement from Washington, 
absence of demand from spinners for spot cot- 
ton in any of the various markets, selling or- 
ders from New Orleans, a bad break in the 
New Orleans market and favorable weather 
predictions. By midday a net loss of 14 to 
15 points was apparent, later increased to 
16@18 points by continued liquidation and 
scarcity of buyers. The weekly government 
report stated that there had been a general 
improvement of cotton since last report, that 
the plant in the drought section of the south- 
west was standing the ordeal well, and that 
cotton was being picked over the southern sec- 
tion of Texas and marketed. The private crop 


reports received were quite in keeping with’ 


the government statement and did much to 
dishearten the tired longs. A few feeble efforts 
were made from time to time to bring about 
a rally, but proved ineffectual, as buying came 
solely from shorts and was immediately fol- 
lowed by fresh pressure from both sides, The 
decline sent August off to 7.10, October to 
7.18 and January to 7.24. The market was 
finally barely steady with prices net 16 to 17 
points lower. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, August 6.—The only feature 
of interest in connection with the market for 
spot cotton rests in the fact that a manifestly 
easier feeling has developed and that trading 
today has been upon the basis of a definite 
decline from yesterday's range of prices. ‘The 
attitude of Liverpool, which shows a mod- 
: erate loss in values as compared to Friday's 
figures, when it was confidently expected to 
advance at least to the extent of a few points 
as the result of the bureau crop report, has 
'pather upset the calculations of the trade at 
large, and buyers are again influenced to hold 
‘off for cheaper cotton, Sales 1,060 bales, In- 
cluding 250 to arrive. Quotations |-16c lower. 

The market for contracts was fairly active 
where October and December deliveries were 
concerned, but the other months received very 


little attention from operators.and bardly cut.

New York, August 6.—The bureau report of 
yesterday, which was on the whole trerabie 
for a higher market, fell flat at Liverpool 
after three days’ holiday there and instead

tion set in. Conservative firms preferred to 
await later news as to the extent of the Texas 
rains, but the majority construed them as jus- 
tifying lower prices and sold accordingly, un- 
mindful of the claims of rains and the further 
Statement that under no circumstances could 
Texas make a big crop with rains so long de- 
ferred. Early reports indicated rain at Gal- 
veston and Palestine and heavy rains at Mont- 
gsomery and Savannah and moderate at Colum- 
bia, Charleston and Camden, 8. C., Rome and 
various Mississippi points. Leading firms ex- 
press the belief that the prices are low enough 
even witH prospects of plenty cotton available 
the next twelve months.

Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions 


Washington, August 6.—The weather bureau 
weekly report of crop conditions: 

With more moderate temperature and good 
rains over a large part of the drought-stricxen 
area, the weather conditions of the week end- 
ing Augusta 5 were the most favorable to 
agricultural industries in the states of the 
central valley that have prevailed since the 
latter part of June. In the states of the Mis- 
souri valley the severe and protracted drought 
has very largely been relieved, but to the 
eastward of thé Mississippi and north of the 
Ohio river, only partial relief has been af- 
forded by insufficient showers, the drought con- 
ditions in the upper valley being more serious 
“han at any previous time this season. The 
east gulf and portions of the south 
states and Texas also need rain. In the mid- 
dle Atlantic states and New England ani 
throughout the Pacific coast districts the week 
has proved generally favorabie. In the great 
corn states, late corn—and fortunately a much 
larger proportion than usual cf this year's 
crop was planted late—has experienced a gen- 
eral and in some cases a decided improvement, 
but the early corn has been practically ruined, 
In Nebraska the improvement has been iess 
marked and is confined largely to the northern 
and extreme eastern counties, In lowa.the 
plant is making a better showing and under 
favorable conditions the balance of the sea- 
fon promises a considerable yield of sound 
grain. The extent of irreparable damages in 
the state cannot yet be estimated. In Missouri 
four good local showers fell. Except in por- 
tions of the southern section Jate corn has been 
much improved, but elsewhere it continues to 
deteriorate, In Lllinois corn has greatly im- 
proved in the northern part of the state, but 
has deteriorated in parts of the central and 
southern portions, In a few favored districis 
of northern Indiana corn is still promising, 
but elsewhere the upland and early planted 
is almost beyond recovery. With immediate 
rains about an average crop of lowlands and 
late planted would be produced. Over the 
greater part of Ohio, the condition of corn has 
been materially lowered, a portion of the crop 
in the southwestern part of the state being 
past help. In western Ohio its condition is 
more hopeful, In Kentucky and West Virginia 
the condition of corn is materially reduced dur- 
ing the past week, In the middle Atlantic 
States an excellent crop of corn is now prac- 
tically assured, 

The weather conditions in the spring wheat 
region have been very favorable for harvest- 
ing, Which is nearing completion in the south- 
ern districts. Some damage has resulted from 
hail in South Dakota and the unfavorable con- 
dition of the hot weather in Dakota is becom- 
ing apparent. Some grain in the last mentioned 
state has been badly damaged, In Oregon the 
ylelds have been better than expected. 

The oats harvest is nearly completed and the 
yields are generally unsatisfactory. 

A general improvement in the condition cf 
cotton over the greater part of the cotton belt 
is reported. The least favorable reports are 
received from the north, central and the ex- 
treme eastern portion, where shedding «andl 
rust, and in sections blooming to top, continue 
to be reported, Over the southern portions 
of the eastern districts cotton is now opening 
and considerable picking has been done in 
Texas,

Atlantic coast districts tobacco has

‘‘While there seems to be so much trou- 
ble and discussion as to just what kind 
of education the young woman of the day 


should have, she should not suffer while. 


discussion is pending,’’ observed a man 
‘interested in educational matter recent- 
ly. “If an appropriation is asked for an 
institution for women and granted or re- 
fused, it is sufficient to raise discussion 
that lasts for weeks. If it happens to be 
an appropriation for higher education, 
one contingent will Arise to declare that 
women do not need higher education, and 
will even go so far as to say that they 
have no right to it; that it dissatisfies 
them with what their legitimate sphere 
in life is, and unfits them for the mod- 
est duties of home. 

“If the appropriation happens to be in 
the direction of industrial training, some- 
body objects and reasons that so much 
industrial training is not necessary—that 
all women are not obliged to work, and 
that the ‘accomplishments’ so essential in 
a complete woman are being neglected in 
— so-called practical forms of educa- 
tion. 

““Make her self-supporting at any cost,” 
argues somebody else, and there are 
those women bold enough to demand: 
“Open the univeristy to us, that we may 
have higher education; equip our indus- 
trial school as it should be, and give us 
every advantage along the lines of nor- 
mal education.”’ 

While all these questions are being ag- 
itated the young woman is in our midst, 
and in the confusion of decision as to 
whether she shall be given higher educa- 
tion or what shall be done with her, her 
early education—that most important, 
the very basis of it all—is being neglect- 
ed. The fundamental principles of edu- 
cation are being overlooked, and her neg- 
lect of reading, writing, arithmetic, 
grammar, spelling and history are being 
excused on the ground, “Oh, well! she 
will soon have to go away to school.” 
That part of her education which is most 
essential to her and which cannot be dis- 
pensed with is counted of no importance, 
and that which could be dispensed with 
is being worried about and discussed. 
These conditions which exist to a re- 
markable extent may probably account 
for the fact that the young woman of 
sixteen today is not the well educated, 
well read young woman, nor as accom- 
plished either, as was her grandmother 
at sixteen, She is not so choice in 
speech nor so elegant in expression, al- 
though she may aspireefo a higher edu- 
cation or even profesional life. 

“I contend, therefore,’ said the gen- 
tleman in conclusion, “that the mothers 
of today spend too much time in antici- 
pation of the later educations of their 
daughters, and that pending the discus- 
sion as to whether college life is what is 
best for them, more attention should be 
paid to the foundamental principles of 
education, those under which head come 
the studies of.the gir] from the time she 
is 10 to 16."" _—

Increase Shown in Receipts—Tllinols 
Heads the List—Georgia’s 
Contribution. 

A copy of the preliminary report of 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue J. W. 
Yerkes was received yesterday in the

It is a very interesting report, showing 
the amount of taxes contributed to the 
support of the country by the different 
states, and the amount each product 
brings in. 

The total receipts for the year was 
$306,871,665.42, an increase of $11,555,561.85 
over last year.

Liquor heads the list, bringing in a rev- 
enue of $116,027,979.56, an increase of 
$6,159,162.38 over last year, and fermentcd 
liquors next, with $75,669,907.66. Tobacco 
brought in $62,481,907.13. 

Georgia contributed $924,377.17 to the 
fund of the United States. Illinois leads 
the list with  $55,437,024.88, with New 
York next with §49,789,698 29, and Hawali 
leads the other end with $102,182.63.
